The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 



None of the prior art of records disclose or suggest, wherein a device for recording a pressure 
produced by a vacuum extraction device, the vacuum extraction device enabled to couple to a 
fetus via a suction device. The pressure detection device adapted to communicate a detected 
vacuum pressure to the monitor via the cable. The vacuum extraction device comprises a suction 
device being vacuum attachable to a scalp portion of a fetus.
